Ordered 
to 
Show 
Cause 
W hy 
He 


Should Not Be Punished for Con­ 


tempt— Case W ill Be Taken to Fed­ 


eral Supreme Court. 


Bt. Paul, Oct. 12.—Attorney General 
Edward 
T. Young’s 
challenge 
has 
been accepted. 
Contempt proceedings 
have been Instituted against him for 
violating Judge Lochren’s injunction 
in the rate cases and Mr. Young's plan 
to secure an early decision of the su­ 
preme court on 
the Question of the 
Jurisdiction of the court to issue the 
Injunction is in operation. 
The proceeding is in the form of an 
order to show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt. 
It is 
based on Mr. Young’s action in com­ 
mencing 
asuit against the Northern 
Pacific road for the enforcement of 
the legislative commodity rates, in di­ 
rect violation of Judge 
Lochren’s in­ 
junction issued on Sept. 23. 
The attorney general has not been 
placed under arrest nor detained in 
any way. 
He will simply have to ap­ 
pear before Judge Lochren on Oct. 21 
to show cause why 
he shall not be 
punished for contempt in violating the 
Injunction. 
He will have to admit the 
violation 
of the injunction 
and the 
court will then probably impose a fine 
with directions 
that Mr. Young be 
kept In the custody of the marshal un­ 
til the fine is paid. 
The attorney general will then be 
able to apply to the United States su­ 
preme court for a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus. 
In this proceeding the point will 
he raised that by making the attorney 
general a defendant in the rate cases 
the suits are in fact brought against 
the state, and hence are in violation of 
the 
federal constitutional 
provision 
which exempts states from liability to 
suits. 
For this reason, the attorney gen­ 
eral will contend, 
the court had no 
jurisdiction against him and if the su­ 
preme court sustains his position on 
this point the suits will be dismissed 
as to the attorney 
general and the 
contempt proceedings will fail, as the 
actirn comp’nined 
of would be the 
violation of a void injunction. 
The order to show cause issued Fri­ 
day 
was 
in what is 
known as 
the 
Northern Pacific rate case, which was 
brought by two stockholders of that 
company against the company, Attor­ 
ney General Young, the members of 
the state railroad and warehouse com­ 
mission 
and others.

was the 
first of the cases in which the injunc­ 
tion was issued. 
Tho 
order was 
issued by 
Judge 
Lochren in Minneapolis upon the af­ 
fidavit of Jared How.

Boston, Oct. 12.— Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State Robert. L Bacon figured 
in an 
heroic rescue on 
the Charles 
river 
late Friday when 
he Jumped 
from the Harvard launch Veritas and 
iwurn to the rescue of two boys who 
had capsized in a canoe. 
He saved 
the life of oho. 
The second boy was 
rescued by J. 8. Reed, a student of 
Harvard, who followed Bacon into the 
water. 
Bacon was returning from up the 
river, where he had been observing 
the practice of the ’varsity, in which 
were his two sons, Eliot and Casper. 
The assistant secretary, who was a 
member of the class of ’80 at Harvard 
and a famous crew man, has taken a 
keen interest in the crews for several 
years. 
The launch had reached the Cottage 
Farm bridge when 
the party saw a 
canoe 
capsize some distance 
away, 
overturned by the wash of a passing 
tug. 
One cf the occupants, J. Nutting, a 
Harvard student, held on to the boat. 
His companion was swept away and 
had twice disappeared when Bacon’s 
attention was called to tile accident. 
W ithout waiting even to slip off his 
coat Bacon dove into the w ater and 
struck out after the drowning hoys.

Reed 
plunged overboard and Bacon yelled 
for him to take the boy on the canoe, 
while he took the other one. 
After swimming nearly seventy-five 
yards, Bacon reached 
the boy, who

left the place at fi o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing and when he turned his hack on 
the camp it was with determination 
not 
to return. 
He 
headed 
toward 
Bear lake, whence on Sunday he will 
remove to another camp, which will 
be pitched near Newellton, in Tensas 
parish, on a branch of the Iron Moun­ 
tain railroad. 
Tho decision to change 
camp 
was 
reached 
Thursday 
and 
preparations were immediately begun 
for the movement. 
Mr. P arker was 
dispatched to Stamboul 
to make ar­ 
rangem ents 
for a 
train from 
that 
point to Newellton and B. Jackson, 
one of the colored bear hunters, was 
sent to Newellton to select a place 
for the new encampment.. 
The change 
of location was decided upon not only 
because no hear had been killed, hut 
because the president and his friends 
became 
convinced that 
there were 
none 
on 
the upper 
Tensas. 
They 
have threshed the woods covering the 
entire country around th e Monticello 
crossing 
and it is still 
a m atter of 
doubt whether any fresh sign of the 
presence of the bruin family had been 
discovered. 
Some 
old tracks 
have 
been found and Ben Lilly has dlscov- | 
ered what he believes to be traces of 
m ore recent 
appearances 
but these 
don’t 
Justify remaining 
in that 
vi­ 
cinity. 
No member of the party has 
secured 
tho remotest 
glimpse of a 
bear, nor have any of the dogs struck 
a well defined bear trail. 
So uncer­ 
tain indeed are the reports that Mr. 
P ark er 
emphatically 
expressed the 
opinion that there are no bears where 
the hunt 
has heretofore 
been con­ 
ducted. 
Tho president accepts the situation 
philosophically, saying th at the pres­ 
ent is not the only search for game 
that ever came to naught. 
He pointed 
out th a t Qf other game than boar had 
been desired it could easily have been 
secured. 
The reports from Newellton 
are encouraging. 
The new 
camp will be on 
Bayou 
Tensas, forty miles south of the pres­ 
ent site and twelve miles inland from 
tho railroad. 
The people in that section claim that 
the bear have been run out of the up­ 
country and have taken refuge in the 
region in which there has been less 
disturbance.

Most of Work in Territory Ex­ 


tending This Way From Origin­ 


al Mesaba Range 


The Duluth Herald of Saturday last 
has an exhaustive report of develop­ 
ment work being done in the iron ter­ 
ritory 
tributary 
to 
Lake Superior. 
Among other developments the work 
mentioned below is of special interest 
here. 
The Otter Tail county explora­ 
tions 
would seem to indicate 
that 
Brainerd, instead of being at the ex­ 
treme end of the iron range is really 
about in the' center. 
The Herald says 
in part: 
The search for iron ore was never 
more active in the region tributary to 
Lake Superior. 
Several hundred dia­ 
mond and churn drills are in commission 
and the results on the whole are very 
gratifying. 
Not only are new deposits 
continually being found, but the zone 
in which the prospector is at work is 
constantly being extended. 
Explora­ 
tion is vigorous on all five producing 
ranges, excepting the Vermillion, and 
other districts as well are being given 
attention. 
W est of the Mississippi river, and 
southwest of Grand Rapids, notably 
in the locality of Pokegama lake, some 
two score drills are in commission on 
the Mesaba extension. 
Much ore has 
been cut, but the bulk of it is of low 
grade and lies materially deeper than 
in producing 
districts to the east. 
Some of it will have to be washed. 
However, it will all be mined, and in 
time a new field will be opened. 
Some sixty five miles southwest of 
Grand Rapids is the Cuyuna range, in 
Crow' Wing county, to which much at­ 
tention has been paid the past few 
years. 
The Steel Corporation. Piok- 
ands, 
Mather & Co., 
the Shenango 
Furnace company, 
Rogers, Brown & 
; Co., and other operators, particularly 
\ Cuyler Adams, the discoverers of the 
field, have conducted a great ileal of 
exploratory work. 
No little ore has 
been proved up, but in general it is low 
in iron and high in phosphorus. 
Pro­ 
bably the best showing to date is in the 
vicinity of Rabbit lake, six miles from 
the town of Deerwood, where Cuyler 
Adams and Rogers, Brown & Co. are 
actively at work. 
H em atite running 
62 per cent iron has been brought up 
in the drill cores, though for the most 
part the ore is a limonite. 
There is no 
doubt that a very considerable percent­ 
age of the deposits are merchantable. 
However, practically no development 
work has been done as yet, and it is 
still a question as to just how’ exten­ 
sive the ore bodies will prove. 
The 
conditions look 
encouraging. 
Mean­ 
while the development of the district 
is hampered by reason of the fact a 
ra}e of 80 cents is asked by the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad for the transpor­ 
tation of ore to the head of Lake Supe­ 
rior. 
The distance is eighty miles. 
The rate is the same as that w'hich 
rules on the Mesaba and Vermillion 
ranges, but it is considered too high by 
the Cuyuna interests in view of the 
poor quality 
ojf the 
product. 
The 
Northern Pacific is the only railroad 
serving the district, and it is, itself, 
exploring for ore, just as has the Great 
Northern on the Mesaba.

The maximum fine for the 
offenses charged is $1,100,000 and the 
minimum is $66,000. 
Tho charge against 
the Santa Fe 
was that it had granted rebates from 
its regular tariff on shipments of lime 
by the Grand 
Canyon Lime 
and Ce­ 
ment Company of Arizona. 
The de­ 
fense was that the rebates w’ere “con­ 
cessions” made for alleged losses in 
the 
shipments 
during transit. 
The 
trial began on Sept. 30. 
In giving his decision on the law 
points, Judge 
Welborn laid 
dowrn a 
point which is held to be one of the 
most important enunciated since the 
Interstate commerce commission wras 
created. 
He said: 
“I hold that the acceptance by the 
defendant of

of money 
than that named in its tariff for the
